In building oj 
well It Is bc^t to bore It and line It 
with a casing of vitrified pipe. If the 
well is already dug It should be lined 
with a vitrified pipe about 24 inches 
in diameter and the space around the 
tile should be filled in with clean sand. 
The top of this casing should extend 
severol Inches above the ground and 
a concrete slab provided so shaped 
that it will drain quickly off In every 
direction from the well and prevent 
leaking around the pump. 


Even a cased well la not safe with
